Cyril James revealed at a press conference yesterday. At the same time he announced that'tha 
faculty could expect to receive an incréase in salary of approximately 121/2%.

FACULTY SALARY ' 
Speaking about a faculty salary, Dr. James said that 
\n past years he had been deeply concerned about 
• the fact that -salaries at McGill were from 10 to 15 
per cent lower than at 'other English-speaking univer- 
•sities In . Canada. "Many members of our staff have 
i^ - rcsigned to îiçcept appojntments elsewhere",- he contii- 
■ nued,', "and the University owes a debt of gratitude 



to those who have loyally remained in spite of that 
temptation". 

Therefore, he went on,. $1,570,000 has been alio* 
cated for increase in salary of both teaching and non* 
teaching staff. , 

: > MORE OPPORTUNITY 

Dr. James expressed the gratitude that McGill and 
all other Quebec Universities owe to Hon., Paul Sauvé 
and Hon. Antonio Barrette, for their attitude towards 
education which made all these changes possible. "No 
single; fact more clearly:indieates the intention of tha- 
governmenl of Quebec to make 'available to ail qiiall- 
fied young men and womèn the opportunity to. attain 
a uriiyersity education". 

Increased provincial grants, as well as federal grShts 
througli the adjustment of the corporation tax, is an 
important factor in the increase of the budget which,' 
Dr; James observed, will bC' balanced th|s' year. McGill 
lil^récelve $5,342,000 from the government next year 
mpared with $1,876,000 for the current fiscal

RUSSIAN TOUR 

' The to fifteen Rusjian students 
will be entertained at McGill next 
year as part of a reciprocal ar- 
rangement by NFCUS. $450 was 
voted by Council to cover the 
travel' expenses of the Russian 
delegates, and McGill will provide 
accommodation for the visitors 
during their stay here. 

It was also decided that $300 
would be allocated lor the pur- 
pose of sending a representative 
from McGill to the International 
Summer School In RMssia this 
year. Applications are being call- 
ed for In today's Daily and will 
be screened'by a faculty commit- 
tee. The school, sponsored by the 
StudenU' Council of the USSR, 
will last for 20 days, and topics 
to ba discussed will be of a cul- 
tural, social and economic nature.

A 'sim- 
ilar plan was instituted at McGill 
a few years ago and was dis- 
cai^ded as being impractical. U. 
of M. in contrast, has a complet- 
ely independent paper. The Quar- 
tier Latm can only be censored 
..after printing an article, and 
has remained controversial In an 
unlibcilous way. 

■ Loyola, the only EnglLsli Ca- 
tholic college *In Qucl)cc, hopes 
to receive its charter within the 
next year or two, and blames the 
delay on "petty polities". Its 
status was questioned by U of M 
with regard to the exclusion of 
the French colleges from the 
Conference. It was decided to 
let the question of Loyola remain 
un.scttled pending the granting 
of the charter. 

. Zafar Khan suggested that all 
xducisions require llie consent of 
all three parties, and also stated 
the need for concerted action in 
-^tlmes of emergency or duress, 
citing mTC bus fares as an eX' 
ample.

The 
Council was formed as a result of a Committee set up at 
the last meeting of Presidents of Clubs and Undergraduate 
Societies.

Julyan Fancott and 
Dcsh Sikka, reported, after coii' 
siderable stud/ and Investigation 
that the existing. Council of Na- 
tional Clubs should be enlarged 
and given greater responsibility 
and authority. 

The members of the Intei-natio- 
nal Council, which will succeed 
the Council of National Clubs in 
eludes all recognised National 
Clubs, the United Nations Club, 
the Cosmopolitan Club, the 
'World University Service Com 
mittee, the Women's Union. The 
Students' Executive Council, the 
Inter-Fraternity Council; ana the 
Pan-IIellcnic Council will each 
he represented by one member 
to the Executive. . 

CO-ORDINATE PROGRAMS 

The primary function of the 
Council will be to co-ordinate the 

Erograms of the individual mem- 
er and committees, to sponsor 
programs of an educational, cul- 
tural and social nature for tlie 
benefit of the studeaU of MeGlU 
University. Further' it will aid 
foreign students attending Mc- 
Gill, and encourage a nctter 
knowledge of the economic, pol- 
itical and social rnstltution.'j of 
other countries, and to promote 
the establishment of an Inter- 
national House in Montreal. 

The International Council will 
be divided into five standing 
committees; the Educational and 
Cultural Committee, the Social 
Committee Students' Reception, 
the International House Commit- 
tee and the Summer Program 
Committee. 

In addition tho Council will 
integrate the budgets of the mem- 
bers into one combined budget 
before submLuion to tho SEC.

International Council has been 
much needed at McGill for a long 
time. The fact that it took two 
years to come to fruition is one 
more evidence of the important 
role played by tradition and the 
necessity to experiment with 
new organisations before wo can 
hope to have them perform theii 
appropriate function in our Stu- 
dents' Society. Other universities 
and collegcstintCanada-and the 
United Statès^haWhad Inter- 
national Councils and there the 
foreign student, population is 
considerably smaller than at Mc- 
Gill.

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A New Vision 

Yesterday afternoon's announcement of fee 
decreases and salary increases for ]\IcGiU is no 
doubt the climax — as far as the average 
McGillian is concerned, be he student or faculty 
member — to the momentous chaiiRes which 
have talcen place on the Quebec educational 
scene this year. But as Dr. James so rightly 
pointed out, we should not view these changes . 
in the liglit of dollars and cents. Rather, 
1959-60 should be remembered as the year 
when the philosophy of education in this pro- 
vince was completely reconsidered by the pro- 
vincial goveiTiment. 

In a concrete vein, the Quebec government 
has enacted numerous pieces of legislation 
wliich should be considered as evidence of a new- 
philosophy toward education, but merely as 
evidence, antl not as the new philosophy. It is 
clear at this point that the government is 
malting a concerted effort in the educational 
field, and is not merely thinlnng In terms of- 
dollars and cents. political values. Briefly, these 
concrete evidences include : 

— establishment of $1.75 per capita sta- 
tutory grants to the universities 

" — establishment of statutory gtants to the 
classical colleges 

— greatly increased. budgeted grants to uni- 
versities (not to be confused with the statutoi-y 
grants; for example, McGill will receive appro- 
ximately $1,800,000 in the statutory grants 
category, plus some $3,000,000 in the provincial 
budget as well). 

— estaj)lishment of a plan which would 
permit the government to underwrite, by gua- 
ranteeing bond issues by the universities, 
capital expansion programmes. 

In McGill term.s llie.se legislative innovations 
will make possible a sort of unofficial three- 
point programme which the university has been 
planning for several years. First, the fees will 
be lowered substantrally beginning next year, 
nnd second, professorial salaries will pfet a boost 
of about 12'/j per cent, effective this .lune 1. 
The third point is more of a long-term one in- 
volving e;:pansion of university facilities. But 
by 1963 or early 1964 Dr. James expects a new 
Medical Sciences. Centre, a' renovated Biology 
Building, increased library and residence faci- 
lities, and a new student centre which will 
enablc-the university to cater properly to an 
enrollment of 9,500. At present the University 
is , coping ywith facilities planned for 6,500 and. 
the enrollment is 8,o6Ô. • ■ . . . '. ' ! .• I 

If these were the only changes affecting 
education in Quebec which took place this past: 
year we would have good cause - to be 'very, 
grateful to the Quebec govemment. But in 
bringing about thc-concrete changes the pro- 
; vinpe has' embarked on something even gi'cater. 
Since January the heads of our universities . 
have met with government- leaders and -senior 
civil servants over half a dozen' times to discuss - 
new educational legislation. The end product 
is thus hot. strictly a government measure but . 



rather a co-operative wo^o^ihe part o£. both 
the government and the'l^Simior- 'educators 'of 
: Quebec*!' A^Hurther e.Namp]e that education has 
ceasedUo be a political football [was vthe calling; 
of a meeting of the Coundl ôf Educiâtiôn, for 
the first time in ''half a century. The-'CÔùnçil 
has resolvediioTmeët at least once a year from 
now bri,-atid^e^ ùrideiràtànd it will set up an ■ 
executive 'committee;^^fewer membersi, .thus 
being capable of :mee^ing|W frequently, and 
therefore .being nble't'6*advisè the government ' 
on a regular basis on matters concerning educa- 
tion at all levels. By the way, the Council . has 
members from all strata of the Româri Çàtliph'c, 
Protestant, English-language, and Frèiach-lan- 
guagc' branches of the complex Quebec educa- 
tional system.- 

Somehow, we doubt whether the late Mr. 
Sauvé or his successor Mr. Barrette realizc<l 
quite what they were getting into when they 
resolved to make some changes in the Quebec 
educational scene. But we think that any snow- 
balling that has taken place was a very good 
thing and look forward to the next few. years 
as. marking the most co-operative, between 
government and education, .that Quebec has 
ever 'seen. Dr. James might \vell remark. 

"Their vision (that of Messrs. Sauvé and 
Barrette), 'and the determination with which 
they have worked to attain it, has created a 
new climate' of opinion throughout this pro- 
vince. Their belief in the importance of educa- 
tional-progress has given a new confidence to 
educators, and provided the resources to enable 
us to march forward to that goal which is thé 
provision of educational opportunities better 
than those available in any other part of Ca- 
nada and equal to. the best to be found in any 
part of tlie world". 

Facing the Issue 

Wednesday night the Students' Executive 
Council overwhelmingly voted down a motion 

which would have permitted closer scrutiny of 
Arts «ind Science Undergraduate Society finan- 
ces for the coming fiscal year. The motion 
would have placed. ASUS funds in an open ac- 
count with other SEC organizations, rather 
than in a separate bank accfounii as at. present.. 
In theory,jio ASUS autdiiomy would be re- 
moved by this measure, since all financial 
tran.sactions of • that organization must be 
budgetted for by the ASUS, and approved by 
the SEC at the annual Council budget meeting. 
Any deviations or reallocations within the bud- 
get must be approved by the SEC before they 
are carried out. But it is within this latter 
catsgoiy that the ASUS has been falling down. 

Since the ASUS budget was passed by the 
SEC in the fall they have not returned to re- 
quest any changes. Nevertheless, while $100 
was approved for the Arts and Science News, 
the ASUS spent $200 on one issue, a four-page 
glossy newspaper heralding AVinter Carnival, 
but appearing on campus after the Carnival 
weekend. We can understand that printing dif- 
ficulties, not the fault of the ASUS executive, 
may have caused the delay, but we question 
whether the paper would have been worth- 
$200 even if it had appeared on the Thursday 
before Carnival, as scheduled. Firstly, it would 
have coincided with a special four pa^e Carni- 
val supplement of the Daily. Other news in the 
ASUS paper included several ■ articles on de- 
bating, which, having been prepared; bo far 

'in advance, referred -its readers to' further 
information in the Z)ai7i/';. information, we 
might add, which had already appeared sev- 

"eral days beforehand.. Thé balance pf the 
paper comprised two articles on Arts and 
Science, intramural sports (covered by the 
■Daily's weekly intramural highlights column), 
several features articles (definitely not of 
high calibre), a financial statement, and a 
front-page editorial extolling the somewhat 
dubious record of the ASUS over the past 
ye/ir.^.Wf.refuse to believe that, an, expendi- 



ture of $200 or 8 per cent of the ASUS bud- 
get on such 'a newspaper is any thing but a 
mismanagement of funds; And 'did thé. ASUS 
executive have prior permissiohJ from the 

SEC? No. ' - J . , 

It was to prevent such oft-reciirring flout- 
ing of the .SEC that the motion was preséhted. 
It would not take away any ASUS ppwer, but 
ensure that the ASUS did not'ovérstep its 
bounds. 

Council was in general agreement that the 
ASUS had, in the past year, been.no mode] 
example of a properly run organization. But 
it seemed loath to act to prevent such a re- 
currence.- Some members said such a motion 
would be unconstitutional'. This we cannot 
-believe. The Students' Society constitution 
empowers the Society to "exercise control of 
the undergraduate activities "(Article 2), and 
the SEC, as the executive body of the Students' 
Society, is the logical organization to perform 
this "control". A further reason. that a new 
executive should not be penalized for the 
actions of the old, does not hold water if one 
considers that the ASUS has for many years 
performed in the prescribed manner, there 
being no particular reason to assume next 
year will see any change. 

Besides, making the ASUS liveaip to its res- 
ponsibilities should riot be considered a form 
of penalty. 

An alternative plan, that the two Arts and 
Sciences representatives on Council should keep 
the ASUS in line, was proposed, but we fail to 
see what power these representatives have to 
prevent such happenings. Another excuse put 
forth by Council members was that the motion 
would not he fair to the ASUS, in that other 
undergraduate societies were not affected. The 
mover of the motion made it clear, however, 
that he was not familiar with the other under- 
graduate societies, and if any Council member 
knew of other delinquent organizations, he was 
willing to accept an - amendment to include 
these others. , " ' ' • 

Instead, the ' Council chose to defeat th« 
motion without expressing what we consider 
any. sound reasons for its defeat. Instead of 
facing up to the issue and righting what was 
generally accepted to be a wrong, the Council 
chose to evade the issue, defeating the proposal 
without introducing another measure which 
would serve the same purpose. 

If the SEC is to prove itself an effective body 
on this campus it must learn to face up to the 
facts. Evading the issue' will never help. 

Clear Up the Deficits 

Quebec universities recently accepted fed- 
eral grants after seven • years of refusing 
them. Together with the sums allotted for 
the current fiscal year, they picked up some 
$25 millions which had been piling up for 
them in Ottawa since 1956. But rather than 
apply theâe to the direct benefit of their own 
organizations, the universities signed the 
money over to the provincial government for 
deposit in the educationifund.icln^this manner 
the Quebec goverhmentimaintaihéd^its^à 
nomy, whilst the universities were assured 
that it would be spéîît only for educational 
purposes. The money will now be applied to 
such , projects . as the recently established' 
cap.ital' expansion legislation under wKich the- 
governmeht is authorizéd to guarantee prin- 
cipal and interest on bond issues floated by, 
the universities to finance expansion pro^ 
grammes. This is 'a sound plan but we feel 
that a slight change would make it even 
better. 

Over the "lean years" during which our 
universities did not receive federal grants 
many incurred deficits, which had to be paid 
for from their endowment funds. The uni- 
versities depend on interest from the endow- 
ment funds for part of their income, and they 
have no means to replace the losses inebrred 
by past deficits. If the government. ■wdre* to 
replace the amount of these deficits from 
federal grantH money recently turned over 
to it by the universities the move could only 
be accepted with £reat' satisfaction, in «U 
quarters. . .'„:*^ 
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Pleasant Surprises Youth and Honesty

There are many pleasant surprises about this year's 
Forge but nothinR is quite as surprising as the great 
leap forward in the magazine's appearance and design.

, which could hold its own in any 
field of thoroughhrcds.

James -Rother's four' poems 
which round but the poetry sec- 
tion of this number are quite 
different from any of the other 
works. I was interested to note 
that this young poet writes in 
terms of softened terminology 
and employs intangibles and 
abstractions as pari of his 
equipment The poem on Rim- 
baud is much like. Rimbaud and 
yet it is not quite so. Rother 
IS clearer in his mind and there- 
fore works on a different plane. 
He is unable to work equations 
of oppositcs in the way of the 
Frenchman. In comparison Ro- 
ther's world is not one of moon- 
light in gray ashes, but is one 
of the poetry of brittle stars, 
of warm death, of a dark gray 
hush cushioning a weltering 
world, of birds and the shadow 
of roses. Of his poems I liked . 
Hemem best of all, probably 
because of its inherent balance. 

All In all the poetry which I 
hiva raviewed to briefly above 
shows more than the usual pro- 
mita of capable undergraduates. 
In torn* •femants of this, work 
there Is ditcernibU talent and 
ability. One hopes that it wil^ 
not b« allowed to lie fallow in 
future years. 

In concluding, I would like to 
return briefly to Forge as a 
whole. As I have already said 
I believe that as far as design 

Is concerned the magazine has 
reached a high water mark in 
this number. The cover by Vera 
Frenkel is undoubtediy the best 
I have seen on Forge. The idea 
of using different paper Jo 
break the magazine up into 
sections is not original in mag« 
azine layout but is .certainly 
novel and effective in this case, 
while Morris Charney's brood- 
ing charcoal drawings superbly 
complement Antony Stern's 
study of Dostoievsky's epilepsy. 

May I say then, to writers,

THIS year's Forge sets out to reflect the youth and honesty of its contributors and, 
by implication, of the McGill students who will buy it and approve its contents. 
It can be said at once that tliere is nothing naive or meretricious, among the prose 
works. > ^ 



Influences abound, but now- 
here does one feel that the 
work is a pastiche. Has Doro- 
thy Blake been translating Silo- 
ne and Cavafy on alternate 
evenings? Most unlikely. Her 
style in S\immer Canvoi just 
happens to suggest other attitu- 
des more readily than it pre- 
sents one specifically and con- 
sistently her own. 

A young and honest writer 
has, perhaps by definition, an 
car for those collocations of 
words, in the immediate past 
which say something near, 
enough to his own conception 
momentarily to trick him into 
believing that he is satisfacto- 
rily articulate. He does not imi- 
tate ; he docs not steal : he 
merely arrives at a known po- 
sition witliout either the matu- 
rity to go forward to his true 
vision or the dishonesty to fake 
one and call it real. 

Readers should not then be 
surprised, pleasantly or other- 
wise, to find Elizabet Ro<lriguez 
coming upon the ghosts of Edna 
Millay and Lawrence and Swln- 
-bumc aS( her heroine tries to 
gather (but not to sort) impli- 
cations which, if they are to do 
the Job she intends, cannot be 
framed as tranquil recollec- 
tions: 

Your hair was brittla and at 
tatty at a tponge to the rave- 
nout pink dots of my tongue. 
Through ttars that scarred the 
candle of my heart, I drew you 
clot* that you might thrust ma 
through the well, to tha twaying 
toft and mott-tlnged surf. Your 
wttght wat a wood that I will 
sand to the grain.— and tha 
Raven's hair will turn golden 
In the voica of my iong. 
Thb seems to me to catch 
very well not what happened in 
the summer "as we lay beside 
the sea", but the strain and 
wretchedness Implicit in any 
attempt to relive an intense 
moment for its own sake. The 
tone is shrill because the nar- 
rator seeks through words to 
repeat the experience rather 
than to understand it, and 
would force the mbid ,to serve 
the body blindly in a sense, 
to replace the summer compa- 



nion who is now "distant and 
cold". 

Miss Rodriguez knows what 
she is doing (this is not always 
clear in writers for "an under- 
graduate literary magazine", 
but the title and the conclusion 
of the piece will remove any 
doubts raised by quotation out 
of context) ; it seems well 
worth doing for an audience 
which has perhaps been told 
too often that the attempt to 
express frenzy results in frenzy 
alone. 

Robert' Morrison's Flight is a 
much more temperate piece — 
no path<rfogy, no purgatory, 
just cold horror in a plane with 
a man who knows a lot about 
flying but doesn't muqh like 
doing it with a daredevil at the 
controls. The fllgiit begins in 
Hemingway Stoic, but quickly 
rises to Dos Passes Frantic. 
One is quickly Involved. ^ and 
perhaps more so than by the 
"sensibility" prose-poems which 
try to mesmerize the reader. 
Morrison works with hard fact, 
juxtaposing oI)jecls and respon- 
ses sometimes with admirable 
control: 



... tha plan* to small and fast 
and lif« so dtar and.fragila and 
that granlte'wlldernass so mat. 
tlva and to r.lov/, ha shut hit 
oytt to sea tha unthinkable In- 
credible collision of tha plana

Certainly the best controlled 
of these bravura pieces is Vera

A Rambling Review

"The Relapse" or "Virtue Jn Danger", a comedy by 
Jolui Vanbrugli was produced and performed by McGill's 
English Department on the stage of Moy.sc Hall on 
Yisx\x\\ 10, 11 and 12. There is a benefit performance on 
March 18. The play was directed by Harry Ritchie, 
costumed by Althea Douglas and lighted by James 
Winter. The .set was designed by Neil JIadden and David 
Farley, and the men's coats' were lined with Pelon.

There arc îcvcrnl inhe-.oiit difficulties for reviewers approacli- 
ing a college pKnv. They arc under several obligations which 
often conflict: they must encourage amateur .theatre,'; they, must 
be whollv objective in criticism, they must be constructive; they 
must retain a sense of values which keeps the college play on a 
(presumably) different level to the professional one. 

The reviewer coming to an amateur production must. then, 
cast aside most of the standards upon which he bases criticism of 
a professional work. Then he must watch the amateur play with 
a mentally .<;lidlng scale which adjusts its absolute standard in 
accordance with each player: every amateur performer ought to 
be judged rather according to his own evident limitations than 
those of the general company. Someone ^with a speech defect 
would probably never get onto the professional stage; whereas 
they might easily be on the amateur one: the reviewer can't men- 
lion the defect and so he must allow for it, even if he can't under- 
stand what's being said! Then he must, in writing the review, be 
duly lenient and mention all the mitigating circumstances that 
account for the various weaknesses before he exahiincs the flaws 
themselves. He must remember that he is seeing a play which 
was rehearsed and staged as a spare-time activity and under se- 
verely restricted conditions. He luusl omit all analysis of the play 
itself (unless it be an original script in which case he must say 
that it isn't perfect yet, but shows a great deal of .promise), omit 
nil analysis in preference for a catalogue of adjectives to describe 
the various aspects of the evening's entertainment, and. a list of 
names of those distinctively involved. / 

These are the pitfalls, and most of tli3 Montreal criiick jump 
into them gleefully. It is an extremely damaging approach! 

When you pick up a paper and read that Iht Player's Club 
hat produced a "brilliant evening's entertainment", and then, two 
weeks later, discover that the Old Vic Company also produced a 
"brilliant evening's entertainment", you begin to wonder. Recently 
a local critic used suipiciously timilar epithets in describing the 
delights of Sartre's "The Flies" and the delights of c belly-dancer 
at the El Morocco. It is left to the reader to discover which of 
the two was more worthwhile. > . .

Hence there are two basic conflicts in writing a review of 
amateur dramatics. The standard by which the plaV is judged 
must be completely flexible, and the adjectives must be carefully 
selected so that they could not apply to a superior, professional 
play. 

It is, of cour.sc, impossible to do either adequately. In order 
to do justice to first-rate professional companies the only thing a 
reviewer might do is write: "WARNING! AMATEUR DRAMA- 
TICS!" And this is certainly not to say that amateurs inevitably 
of lesser merit than good professionals. Simply that a reviewer 
cannot (but must) say that so-and-so in an amateur play was 
"good", and Lawrence Olivier, with the Old Vic, was "not on 
form". It would be a gross presumption to assume that so-and-so 
was belter than Sir Lawrence Olivier. 

This preamble will not, I hope, prejudice a ' review of the 
English Department's "The Relapse". I have fallen into al< the 
pitfalls outlined above. However no matter how brilliant "The Re- 
lapse" may have been at McGill I think everyone concerned with 
it will agree that the Stratford company could do a superior job? 



Hollywood and U.S. television have exploited sex to death; 
there is no more humour to be wrung out of the sex drive; there 
is no more drama to be squeezed out of the. libido. 

Of this we were certain until, last week, a 171h century co- 
medy proved that there Is still a genuine hiimour and wholesome 
fun to be derived from sex and its consequences. "The Relapse" 
is a delightful comedy of classic stature. It makes the domestic 
nonsense of "I Love Lucy" and the snickering sex of Hollyw~ood 
comedies look as cheap and vulgar as they really are. 

i Directed, by Harry Ritchie, "The Relapse" (or, at ail the press 
handouts emphatlxed "Virtue In Danger"!) it a cle4nly amuting 
and carefully witty comedyl 

One has to await patiently for the first signs of real humour 
but this is due to the author's careful and intelligent construction 
of the play. Vanbrugh's construction is such that the humour de- 
rives largely from situation and characterization: the only genuine 
hiimour that exists on stage. Too often one sees comedies, nowa- 
days, that are based on a string of gag-lines tied together by un- 
real people. Only a skilful writer can produce laughter from the 
situations he has created, and the characters he has devised. Van- 
brugh is a skilful writer. As soon cs the plot begins to develop, 
the comedy value increases; the subtle conceits and puns are 
abundant, but only as a vehicle for the real humour of the play. 

« 

The genre.and tone of the play deserves unqualified' praise; 
but I still wonder? whether this it a good choice of play for the 
college stage. "The Relapse" it a comedy of manners. And a 
comedy of manners, in amateur handt, (Indeed, even "in profes- 
sional hands) can to easily become a comedy of posturet. In a 
play of this nature the actors mutt have a profound understanding 
of the technique of acting. It is no reflection upon the performers 
to tay that no-one possessed this technical knowledge; It li a 
knowledge that comes only after years of study in drama school 
or on the repertory stage. ; - 

However the handicap was circumvented by a delightful viva- 
city and energetic interpretation of the lines. This is the hidden 
strength of a college show: the youth, verve and energy of its per- 
formers. The strength was carefully used by Mr. Ritchie who 
often avoided technical pitfalls by substituting sheer charm. 

Acting ability and technique are two very different things 
and in "Tlie Relapse" there were several cxeellenl actors. 

None of the local critics gave sufficient attention to the in- 
disputably brilliant performance of Donald MacSwccn as Lord 
Foppington. It was a arefuiiy planned and subtly performed piece 
of acting. Mr MacSween had a complete understanding of the play's 
idiom and adapted his flawless sense' of timing to Ft. 

Gwyncth MacKenzie was a graceful and entertaining schem- 
er in the part of Berinthia. Ann Purdom devised and sustained 
an endearing characterization for the Nurse. 

The overall level of acting was high and worthy of special 
mention were: Robin Oulton, Jocelvn Kinsman, William Lyon, 
Mike Frueh (4:lever portrayal of an old matchmaker), Rodney Eve, 
Stephanie Matthews and Allan Ulrich. 

I >vonder if it is possible for a director to teach his perform- 
ers the barest principles of vocal modulation? There are many 
lengthy speeches in the play (often as asides) and if spoken on 
a monotone level tend to reduce their own effect. Gwynetli Mac- 
Kenzie, who has a beautiful stage voice, used her modulation well 
and gained a better rapport with his audience in so doing. There 
are a few elementary tricky of vocal inflexion which the other 
actors might have learne{l, to equal, advantage. / 

' The set for "The Relapse" was intriguing.^ It consisted of 
several flats jutting out from either side of the stage.and reced- 
ing in perspective to the back. The scene changes were effected 
by moving different coloured slides across the flats and altering 

. a piece of furniture. It was an innovation that assisted the ^mooth 
flow of action very well. However the design of the set did give . 
the audience the feeling of construction. The effect was that of 

-looking into a funelled prism where people moved and talked; 
and this odd perspective seemed, somehow, to restrict the free- 
dom of action on stage. 

However it would have been impossible to "jly" the set as 
there are not enough-lines in the Moyse Hall. And until the Univ- 
ersity authorities care to show a oenutne interest in drama, the 
oudience will also have to suffer jrom the' prehistoric conditions . 
that exist backstage. , .- , - - 

The costumes were elaborate, authentic and suited to the 
artificlal.tone of the play. 

A certain amount of editing was done by the director, and 
.'yet one wonders if he could not have cut down even more' on the 
lengthy soliloquies? To do to. would 'not have deitroyed the ni- 
tiire of .the play and would certainly have increased the pace 
(which was too slow throui/houf). It is always difficult to know 
how much one can forsake authenticity for commercialism. But 
even in the most cerebral prbductioni I think it is well to remem- 
ber that your first duly is, to t|ie.ayerage ticket, out. front. '

did not even warrant its position on the cam- 

Kus. The critics and would-be critics saw no 
ighly publicized activities, meetings or pro- 
jects sponsored by the body and for those who^ 
did not look further than the Jiotice boards the 
A.S.U.S. was in fact, non-existent. Those who 
investigated more closely (and there were a 
few wlio did) saw that the society sponsors 
eleven clubs, holds debating 'tournaments (cli- 
maxed by a debating trip to the United States 
for the winners), awards scholarships and bursa* 
ries for students of need and merit in the fa- 
culty, and continuously examines and answers 
various requests for money, publicity, and ad- 
vertising, which arc brought to its attention. 
New Year's Dance 
The first wide interest and awareness of 
the Society's existence .was sparked by the 
New Year's Eve Dance which it has sponsored 
for the last five years. The success of the dan- - 
ce, which saw some four hundred people usher- 
ing in the New Year in the widely accepted 
and expected manner resulted in a resolution 
to see it continued, with its main ^purpose re- 
maining the same, namely, to assure students 
rèmainlng in Montreal over the holidays that 
or McGill always has the answers, even on . 
New Year's Eve. 

The next social activity was a T.G.I.F. 
(thank goodness-it's-Friday) parly in the Union 
Ballroom. Although an anti-climax to the New 
Year's Eve Dance, it was an innovation and it 
is hoped that there will be many more in the 
future. 

The A.S.U-S.^News was published approxi- 
mately every three weeks, a great improve-' 
menl over last year when it appeared .twice. In 
February a four-page glossy issue of thé News 
made a prominent appearance on the campus, 
was widely read, and further stimulated the 
growing interest in the Society and Faculty. 

A most striking example of this interest 
was shown by students of the faculty at tho 
open meeting of March 7. The quorum needed 
for amending the constitution was easily reach- 
ed and surpassed, the amendments to the Con- 
stitution as proposed by the executive widely 
questioned and debated. The meeting, which 
was the first for the A.S.U.S. since 1954, re- 
sulted in the passing of five of the six pro-' 
posed amendments. 

Liberal Constitution 

The Society can now take pride in a con- 
stitution which is up-to-date and efficient as 
well as more liberal. Several positions on the 
executive were abolished after an examination 
of them showed that the work involved was 
either negligible or an improvement on the 
duties of other officers. Of great interest to all 
is the fact that women have been emancipated 
and can now hold the office of president.

The amendment proposing that appointcp.'ï 
of the executive be allowed to vote was not 
passed, as members of the faculty quickly seized 
upon the fact that there is no limit to the 
number of people who might be appointed and 
that a large number of them might possibly 
lead to an undemocratic passing or defeating 
'of measures proposed by the elected officers. 

Executive meetings have been held regu- 
larly all year and there has never been a lack 
of quorum. Many have lasted over two hours, 
some being adjourned and reconvened on the 
following day. The system of providing box- 
lunches for members of the meetings was dis- 
continued early in the fall. 

The year's activities will end with an awards 
cocktail party at which the Faculty's promin- 
ent debaters and athletes, SEC «représentati- 
ves, scholarship winners,-members' 0f the exe- 
cutive and others who have made significant 
contributions to campus activities will be duly 
feted and presented with awards. 

At the helm has been Mike Richards to 
whom much credit is due for the "reappearan- 
ce" of the Arts and Science Undergraduate So- 
ciety on the McGill campus.

Another Bchool year has drawn to a close. And as 
we glance back through what now is history, wo can see 
that, ab usual, McGill has had its sharè of controversies, 
scandals, problems, and all the other things that go to 
make up an interesting season. 



But once again a certain move* 
monl has escaped the general 
notice of Uic pultlic. To prove 
that it exists is difficult ; to stop 
it, iiicgal and almost impossible. 
But no matter how you may call 
It, Communism docs exist on the 
McGill camp<u. As long as it 
goes unrecognized by 4he majo* 
rity of us. It !s a serious threat. 

Years ago. around the end of 
the Second World War, Commu- 
nism was the fad. It was almost 
stylish to be recognized as an 
extreme left-wlngist. However 
with (he development of the Cold 
War and the .Soviet Union all the 
stylishness in this "fancy!* has 
disappeared. For years It almost 
disappeared front McGill. Now, 
slowly, it has rccmerged. 

But it is not the students who 
are presently Involved with it 
tliat comprise the danger. On the 
contrary, most of them arc well 
known and well liked, as as such, 
as far as we should be concern- 
ed, are perfectly harmless. It is 
in the people who they bring 
down to advance their ideas and 
the ideologies they stand for that 
the real danger lies. ' 

Over Uie past few years, for 
example, Camille Dionne, the lea- 
der of the provincial Communist 
Party, has been at McGill not 
less than four times. On October 
22 1^, he came downihereicx- 
plicitly to tell those interested in 
tiie results of the 16th. convoca- 
tion of the Communist Party in 
Canada. Later, on March 2. i960, 
he was involved In a debate, the 
topic being "The Road to'Socia- 
lisn)". 

The students of McGill have 
also had the honour to hear a Mr. 
Dan Daniels bla.st the censor- 
ship of the press in a talk for the 
Socialist -Society on January 22, 
1959, and on February 19 of the 
samo year a Mike Patterson 
spent an informal hour extolling 
the contributions of Max Engels 
to Socialist Uieory. 

More recently during the past 
ten wccka tlie Socialist Society 
has sponsored a series of ten 
lectures on ' Marxism-Leninism, 
led by Mars. 'Susanna Jack. 

These are the speakers who 
many of us have, never heard of, 
and probably didn't see. But 
realizing that both ^idcs of a tou- 
chy issue must be heard, the 
United NatJoai Club sponsored a 
talk on November. 14, 1938 by Mr. 
R. Krasclnikov. and on Friday, . 
January 22, 1980 the Debating 
Union had as their guest speaker 
the Russian Ambassador, Ama- 
sasp Aroutunian. Both of thrsc 
gentlemen spot:e on the education 
system in the Soviet Union, which 
right now Is a highly topical and 
Interesting Issue. ^ 

. These' lait two affairs were 
attended by targe numbers of 
liberal-minded people. But the 
other speakers, almost without 
exception, drew smaller crowds, 
mostly comprised of directly in- 
volved students, with a few "out- . 
siders" who fotud the talks in- 
terestlni'. informative, 'and at ti- 
mes rather amusing. 

Realizing that they could not 
hope to rench n large number of 
students wUii this legitimate me> 
thod, the varleua mentber» of the - 
clubs under (his eutside influence - 
have resorted t»' other means to 
attract mmlters. 'An extensive 
supply of Socialist literature flows' 
Into the Students' Union every 



week, and all of this is available 
to students. Several other clubs 
and societies, under different na- 
mes, have been started in an 
atljcmpt to find new ways of in- 
teresting students, nnd finally 
members of these clubs have 
deliberately and purposefully fil- 
tered into existing and prominent 
campus organizations. 

How can we stoiî this tlireat? 
By avoiding it we subtnit witiiout 
any show to iLs existence and 
permit it to continue unchecked. 
But this threat can be strangled 
by complete recognition of its 
existence. By attending the open 
meetings and debates and publi- 
cly questioning what Is done at 
them the origbial Intention of 
the planned programme can be 
destroyed. 

It is our duty as Canadian ci- 
tizens to do what we can to wipe 
out this threat. By recognizing 
its existence, attending the open 
meetings and debates, and out- 
rigthtiy challenging its motives 
and Ideologies we will be well on 
the way to making our country 
a bettor place in which to live.

Frenkel's Tomorroio I'll be Ten 
— a monologue with a firm 
narrative basts and a hint of 
allegorical purpose. Above all, 
the presence of the child spea- 
ker is convincingly established 
and sustained. We are not ask- 
ed to take off too soon from 
flesh and blood in order to ex- 
plore a complicated mental 
state. As a result, when the 
point of it all is made, we care 
about somebody as well as so- 
me Insight. - 

One hopes that these writers 
will spend at least part of their 
aoprenticeships in the more 
clearly definable areas of verse 
or expository prose. Cascading 
images and clusters of frag- 
mentary psychological observa- 
tion may too easily give the 
young and honest writer the 
Illusion thât he is making us 
aware of . the complexity and 
density of what we usually take 
to be simple and thin. 

Dorothy Blake tries. In Delia, 
to ten her story straight; the 
result Is a neat, unpretentious 
style full of appropriate cliché. 
But, surely, anal>-sing this will 
tell her and her readers more 
about a writer's problems than 
will any numlter of attempts to 
replace the flat term by the 
charged metaphor. Not every- 
one, can think of trains as ener- 
getic ego, but all of us could 



make a stab at it. Only a pro- 
fessional, however, could tus- 
tain, a story at this level: 
John rtwrncd his ttrvmmtng. 
Htr ptnelrating litti* «yt* look- 
ed ai«rtly around Hit room. Sho 
looked Bt John, his long fingvrs 
playing. 

iUss Blake should work to sus- 
tain that level — to get her 
whole story up from this : 
At latt iho'd dtcld«d to toll 
John. And sho knew ha'd un- 
«Untand. Ho loved h«f and 
that was all that 'matttrMi. She 
wn M strong this momkig. 
That may be what was in De- 
lia's mind. It ought not to be 
in .Miss Blake's. . 

The biggèst effort in the is- 
sue Is Jeanne 'PInneo'a SnuM 
Play for Large Egos, already 
produced and reviewed locally. 
The ghost of 'Wcdeklnd or 
Schnitzler or some mute. Inglo- 
rious fledennaus may be sight- 
ed here. There is a certain stiff- 
ness in the "naturalistic" mid- 
die scene, but the opening — 
calling for a maxhmim of styll- 
zalion — must be an actor's 
ioy. This is very bright writing, 
but for the life of me I cannot 
sec what the play is about at 
any level other than the mun- 
dane. I am sure only that Ita 
author genuinely has the dra- 
matist's gift. 
Antony Stern's long article 



on Dostoievsky and epilepsy 
does not mean to be helpful ia 
one's reading of the novels. It 
is very informative- about the 
man, however, and possibly 
about the malady. Perhaps the 
most interesting aspect remains 
undiscussed — Dostoievsky's 
seeking through the euphoria 
preceding his attacks a kind of 
clarity and sense of imminent 
comprehension nowadays 
sought by a privileged few with 
mescalin and lycurglc acid, Dos-, 
toievsky spans the middle pe- 
riod of what may be viewed as 
a slow change in the 'West from 
Religious Han to Psychological 
Han. "Whatever else his subject 
may be, It Is always this, and 
the subject is still with us (The 
Cocktail Party is a distinguish- 
ed if arid attempt to clarify a 
later stage In this movement). 

The disturbing thing in this 
Issue of Forge is Its lack of In- 
terest in, perhaps even aware- 
ness of, man in o universe.

University- officials • have ■ de- 
cided to keep the Redpath Lib- 
rary open until H pm for the 
duration of the term; The ex- 
tension includes only the Under- 
graduate Library reading room 
facilities and does not affect the 
weekend hours. 

On January 29 the Daily pub- 
lished an cditoral entitled ^'No 
Time for Delightful Studies'V end 
petitions sprang up immediately. 
These petitions were heartily en- 
dorsed by the student body but 
no. immediate action was taken. 
Most of these petitions included 
provisions for extending the 
study hours over the weekend, 
so that two valuable days would 
not be virtually wasted. 

All students in the library at 
10 pm will be allowed to romain, 
but no student will be allowed 
to enter after this Unie, as the 
doors will be locked. 

In signing the petitions, many 
students complained (hat they 



had just gotten down to work 
when the bells ushered them, out. 
They offered the opinion that 
keeping the library open until 
11:45 pm would enable them to 
get some work done. The com- 
promise effected by the Univ- 
ersity officals' should satisfy the 
majority of the students who 
backed these petitions, and enab- 
le them to get more work done.

University Press 



The Board of Governors of Mc 
Gill have apprnvcil a plan for 
the cstublishincnt of a McGiU 
University Press. 

A committee, under the chair- 
maniihip of Dean S. B. Frost of 
the Faculty of Divinity, has been 
working on the idea for the past 
two years in close consultation 
with other University Presses in 
both North America and England. 
From these studies, the plan has 
evolved along the lines of the 

firesscs at Oxford, Cainbridgc, 
larvard, and Yale. , 

MANAGEMENT 
The press will be controlled 
by an executive director and a 
faculty committee. The latter 
will aerye primarily as an ad- 
viser as to what should be print- 
ed. The director's main function 
will be to supervise the mecha- 
nics of publiiihinK the books 
(printing, distributing, etc.), al- 
though he will also nave some 
say in the selection of manu- 
scripts. 

Dean Frost commented that 
the man at the head of the press 
must be an inspiring leader and 
that he thinks tne press has such 
a man in its first director, Robin 
rarr. A graduate of U.B.C., Fan 
has been active with W.U.S. and 
jil one time was the president of 
S.C.M. He bccan his career as a

FIRST VOLUMES 

According to Dean Frost, the 
Press plans to issue two or three 
volumes in the first year, learn 
by mistakes, and slowly increase 
production. One of the first works 

ftlanned is a volume to be pul>- 
ished jointly with the Jordanian 
Department of Antiquities and 
the Jerusalem Archaeological 
Museum. It would contain the 
plates of the Dead Sea Scrolls 
from Qumran Cave IV. 

Another book which may be 
among the first published by the 
younRest University Press is a 
re issuing of the catalogue of 
the Osier library. 

FINANCING 
The press is to be financed by 
an annual grant from the Board 
of Governors, the amount iit 
which was not disclosed. Through 
the workings of the Press, Dean 
Frost hoped that they would be 
able to "plough back profits and 
increase operations." All profits 
made through the sale of books 
will be used to enlarge the scope 
of the Press. 

SCREENING BOARD 
The faculty committee, which 
might be called the 'screening 
board,' is open to receive manu- 
scripts not only from the profes- 
sors of McGiU but also from un- 
dergraduates and from people 
outside the university. 

"We hope lo make professors 
more productive in the literary 
sense," Dean Frost suted, "and 
to encourage more good books to 
appear." 

The committee chairman went 
on to say, "When you see what 
it has meant, intellectually, to 
other campuses, the Press is like- 
ly to become a major aspect of 
university life." He concludéd 
by maintaining that the press 
would increase McGill's academic 
efficiency and prestige in rela- 
tion to other universitiea and to 
intellectual life. 





Smith Declores 
New Union Plans 
Almost Complete 

Stuart Smith hss recently declar- 
ed that "at the present lime the 
only delay in the construction of s 
new Union is due to an attempt 
to incorporate a few «honges in 
the plans to ensure a completely 
functional building." 

The lons-aw.nitcd Union has been 
in the planning stages fur thirty 
years. At one time it had top 
priority in tiie University's plans, 
but it had to be shelved because nf 
pressing demands for more acade- 
mic facilities. At the present time 
the Building Committee has ap- 
proved plans for the new Union, 
and construction is expected to 
begin late this fall. 

The new Union will be situated on 
the southeast comer of University 
and Milton Streets. Its four storeys 
with 20,000 square feet of area will 
contain nil the features of the pre- 
sent Union on a much more mo: 
dern scale. The basement will in 
elude parking space, receiving fa 
cilities. a work shop, arxi a large 
bookstore whose profits will provide 
for the upkeep of. the Union. 

The ground floor will comprise 
the SKC and Daily offices, meeting 
rooms, a lobby, and music, read- 
ing, and regular lounges. Tlie first 
floor will have eating facilities and 
will be able to accommodate 80» 
to 900 people at a time. The dining 
area will have a cafeteria and n 
snack bar. , 

A coundproof rehearsal room, 
meeting rooms, and a ballroom 
will be situated on tlie lesond 
floor. A radio room, a typing room, 
and bedrooms for visitors and tbo.so 
whr^Kc activities require their pre 
scncc al the Union uill occupy the 
third fioor. 



The Senate . ^ Sub •.Committee 
gave Its approval lo' the' new con- 
stitution of the Students' Society 
except for three clauses. This 
decision sparked considerable 
controversy in the last three SEX; 
meetings (.March 30, April 4 and 
May 5). 

- The Senate suggested that Ar- 
ticle HI read : .t^All itudâita regis- 
tered in theTunlvenity shall be 
members of the Students' Socie- 
ty, except for the following: 
"1. Partial students taking less 

than three courses. 
"2.' Students governed by the 

constitution of the Mac- 

donald College StudcnU' 

Society. 

"3. Students registered in the 
Faculty of Graduate Stu- 
dies and Research who arc 
full-time members of the 
teaching staff." 

DISCIPLINARY ACTION 

Article VI was to be amended 
as follows: "Except in -cases of 
cheating in examinations, the 
Students' Executive Council shall 
have the right to summon, heir, 
and discipline any member of 
the Students' Society for an of- 
fence against the rules and regu- 
lations of the University or of 
the Students' Society, Any per- 
son so summoned shall be confront- 
ed by persons bearing witness 
against him, and shall have the 
right to call witnesses on his be- 
half/ The Students' Executive 
Council shall be empowered, by 
a vote of not less than a major- 
ity of it& members, to impose the 
penalty of disbarment from the 
Students' Union for the remain- 
der of the session in which the 
offence occurred, or to impose 
a fine of f2S.OO. AU disciplinary 
action' taken by the Students' 
Executive Council ihall be re- 
ported to Senate, and, in cases, 
where a more severe penalty 
than those stipulated above is 
deemed necessarv, the Students' 
Executive Coundl sliaii be em- 
powered to refer the matter to 
Senate 'and to recommend what 
penalty Senate should impose. 
Any penalty imposed bv the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council shall be 
communicated in writing to the 
student concerned.". 

CONTROVERSY 

The controversial change was 
in Article VI which was to read : 



' "a) The physical and financial 
administration of the McGill Stu- 
dents' Union shall come under 
the control of a Board of Trust- 
ees, comprising the following : 
"Two members of the Board of 
Governors, appointed for a 
term of five years. 
"Two members of Senate, ap- 
pointed for a term of five 
years. 

"The President of the StudenU' 
Society. 

"The Vice-President of the Stu- 
dents' Society. 

"The President of the McGill 
Women's Union. 

"The Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Students' Society. 



By Senate 



b) Thc Board of Trustees shall 
have power to appoint a Manager 
and to determine his duties, re- 
muneration, and terms of refe- 
rence. 

"O Except for the duties and 
functions stated in a) and b) 
above, all activities conducted in 
the McGili Students' Union shall 
be under the control of the Vice- 
President of the Students' Socie- 
ty and the Students' Executive 
Council." 

SMITH OPPOSED 

The SEC approved these 
changes unanimously on . the. 
March 30th meeting. However, 
on April 4th, Stuart Smith, Slu*
